Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejections of claims 1-6,9-12,14-20,23,28-34,37-40 and 42-47 are proper 

On pg. 10-12 of the Remarks, Applicant contends that the Examiner has used Applicant's Specification as a guide for interpreting the 
teachings of the prior art rather than the claimed invention. Further, Applicant contends that the structure of the claimed filters - including 
a matching criteria (IP address) and action - as well as the claimed actions in claims 44-46 are not met by Bertin or Chawla and are 
completely ignored by the Examiner in the Final Rejection filed 8/3/2006. 



On pgs. 3-4 of the Final Rejection, the Examiner explicitly shows how Bertin meets the claimed limitations of a matching criteria of an IP 
address and an action. The Examiner further shows how the limitations of claims 44-46 are met by Bertin on pg. 8 of the Final Rejection. 

Contrary to Applicant's contentions, the Examiner has used Applicant's Specification as a guide for interpreting the claimed filters. While 
not apparent from the explicit claim language used by the Applicant, the process and structure of the claimed filters as disclosed in 
Applicant's Specification clearly show the similarities between the claimed filters and the connection reservations disclosed by Bertin, 

As such, the claim rejections based upon Bertin and Chawla, in addition to the further rejections based, in part, on Ellesson and 
Schneider, are proper.
